Constantinople, Nov. 13— The port* 
has applied direct to Bulgaria, seeking 
to arrange an armistice, according to 
the reports current in the capital. 
An open letter written by Prince 
Seba Heddin and addressed to the sui 
tan, Is published In the form of a 
pamphlet and sold in the streets. The 
proceeds will go to the b< nefit of the 
Red Crescent society and the pam 
phlet has been eagerly bought. 
The prince says in substance: 
“ The enemies of the country are not 
the Balkan states, but we ourselves, 
who have proved incapable of govern­ 
ing the country. 
If we take a lesson 
from past errors then there is hope of 
Improvement.” 
Seventeen soldiers and one officer, 
who fled before the enemy at Kirk- 
Kilesseh, were executed in the out­ 
skirts of the city. 
The death sen­ 
tence has spread panic among the re 
m ainder of the troops.

American Officers Explain Defeat of 
Turkish Armies. 


Washington, Nov. 13.— The secret of 
the almost complete failure of the 
supposedly invincible Turkish arm y is 
not far to seek, in the opinion of the 
officers of the general staff of the 
United States army, who are studying 
the question from every angle.

said to tell the story.

Ilam id ,” said a prominent member of 
the general staff, ‘‘the Turkish army 
would 
have swept away the allied

WILL PROTECT FOREIGNERS 


Powers Can Land 2,000 Men at Con­ 
stantinople. 


Washington, Nov. 
13.— A 
landing 
force of at least 2,000 men now is 
available from the international fleet 
In the harbor of Constantinople and 
could be instantly sent ashore should 
a Moslem outbreak endanger the lives 
of foreigners in the Turkish capital. 
This force Is considered by the state 
department to be fully adequate to 
protect foreigners. 
There are in the harbor of Con­ 
stantinople 
eleven 
warships, 
two 
British, two Russian, two French, two 
Italian, two Austrian and one German, 
In addition to the stationaires regu­ 
larly maintained there by the powers.

Shapiro, testifying at the gunmen’s 
trial for murder, identified the quartet 
— Lefty Louie, Gyp the Blood, W hitey 
Lew is and 
Dago Frank Cirofici— as 
his passengers 
in 
the 
murder car, 
which he drove to the Hotel Metropole 
where Rosenthal met his fate. 
He 
saw them get out of the machine, he 
swore, heard the shots fired and de­ 
clared that when they came back to 
the machine they had 
revolvers in 
their hands. 
Shapiro’s appearance as a state wit­ 
ness was one of the results, according 
to D istrict Attorney W hitm an, of the 
death of Big Jack Zelig. leader of the 
gang of East Side thugs to which the 
four gunmen belonged. 
Shapiro tes­ 
tified that he had heretofore refused 
to identify the gunmen through fear 
of being killed. 
‘‘Shapiro told me,” explained 
Mr. 
W hitm an after court adjourned, “ that 
he was afraid if he testified against 
the gunmen 
Big 
Ja c k 
Zelig would 
have him ‘croaked.’ 
W hen Zelig was 
killed Shapiro got his nerve back and 
decided to tell the truth.” 
Mr. W hitm an added that the indict­ 
ment against Shapiro probably would 
be dismissed. 


Testifies in Low Monotone. 


The witness told his story in a low 
monotone, looking straight ahead and 
avoiding the angry glares of the four 
gunmen who sat bent forward in their I 
seats all the time he was testifying. ; 
Shapiro told of receiving a tele 
phone message the night of the mur­ 
der and of driving his car to Sharkey’s 
saloon, where he met Jack R o se , Sam 
Schepps and Harry Vallon. 
They got 
into his car. he said, and he drove to 
Dago Fra n k ’s place with them and 
there Frank got in. 
Then, he said, ho 
drove the party to Bridgie Webber’s 
poker rooms, where his passengers 
got out. 
lie drew his car up across 
the street and waited twenty minutes. 
“ Then Ja c k Rose came down and 
told mc,” Shapiro continued, “ to drive 
around 
to 
Forth-third street. 
Gyp. 
W hitey, l^efty and Dago Frank got in 
and I drove to the Metropole." 
The witness stopped his recital to 
identify the gunmen as his passen­ 
gers. 
“ W h ile on the way to the Metro­ 
pole,” he resumed, 
“ I 
heard 
Dago 
Frank say, ’Everything is all right: 
no cops there: 
Becker said so.’ 
I 
stopped my car near the Metropole 
and they all got out. 
They had re­ 
volvers and I heard four shots. 
“ Then they jumped back into the 
oar and Gyp the Blood put a gun to 
my head and said. ‘H u rry up. you 
boob; drive away.’ ” 
Shapiro declared he "started up” 
and drove 
to 
Madison avenue and 
thence to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street, where his passengers got 
out.

Roosevelt's Assailant 
Pleads 


Guilty at Milwaukee. 


M ilwaukee, Nov. 13.— John Schrank 
pleaded guilty of attempting to mur­ 
der Theodore Roosevelt and in his 
plea he sought to distinguish between 
an assault upon Roosevelt as a “ men­ 
ace” and an attack upon Roosevelt 
as a citizen. 
Municipal Judge Backus, in appoint­ 
ing a commission to act as a part of 
his court in determining the mental 
condition of Schrank, made it clear 
that the assailant would not, by the 
alienists' finding, be in a position to 
escape sentence under 
his plea of 
guilty, or sentence under a jury de­ 
termination, if at a future date sanity 
having been restored, Schrank should 
demand a jury trial 
and 
be found 
guilty. 
If Schrank be found m entally un­ 
sound, he, standing under a pica of 
attempted murder, w ill be held as an 
Insane crim inal until recovered, if he 
does recover, when the punishment 
based on his plea w ill be named by a 
court of concurrent jurisdiction, just 
as though there had not passed an in­ 
terim in which Schrank was held as 
insane. 
The court 's action w as the first such 
practice in Wisconsin crim inal proced­ 
ure. 
Under a recent statute the court 
was given this power. 


SPANISH PREMIER MURDERED 


Assassin Attempts Suicide Before Ar 
rival of Police. 


Madrid, 
Nov. 
13.— Jose Canalejas 
premier of Spain, was assassinated 
here. 
Manuel Pardvinas Zarrate, the 
assassin, shot him twice behind the 
right car and then attempted suicide 
It is said he was an anarchist. 
The 
prem ier was killed instantly. 
The shooting occurred in front of 
the office of the m inistry of the in 
terior, fronting on the Puerto del Sol 
or gate of the sun, a big square in 
the center of Madrid, the busiest spot 
in the city. 
Stepping up behind and 
slightly 
to the right of his victim 
the assassin 
pointed a pistol point 
blank at the prem ier’s head and dis­ 
charged it twice in rapid succession 
Then he shot himself before the po 
lice had time to seize him. 
W hen 
taken to a hospital he was found to 
be still living.

to Charge For a Package Sent Any 
where— New Stamps Especially De­ 
signed For the Package Mail.

Ri*al industry has been displayed b,\ 
the post office department in tin* effort 
to get tho parcels post system in w o rk 
lag order bv the first of the year. 
There have been many conferences- 
among postmasters who have a prac­ 
tical idea of postal work. 
The prob 
Jems as affecting the largest cities as­ 
well as those affecting manufacturing, 
tourist and residence cities have been 
studied; also the probable needs of 
smaller cities and rural communities. 
E v e ry phase of the parcels post con­ 
templated by the new law lins been 
studied w ith the Idea of putting In op­ 
eration a satisfactory system at the bo 
ginning. 
O f course it is understood 
that m any changes w ill be made as the 
work develops, but much has been ne 
complished on paper by study of for 
eign systems. 


Maps and Directories. 
One Interesting feature w ill be the 
zone maps and directories furnished 
each postmaster so that he w ill Im? able 
to ascertain at once just w hat a pack­ 
age sent to any other point w ill cost a 
customer. 
The map Is one of the most 
unique of Its kind, dividing the coun 
try Into squares. 
These are called 
“ thirty minute squares.” the minutes 
being longitude, not time. 
The dlvl 
sion is necessary in order to make a 
zone rate instead of a flat rate of 
postage. 
The directory contains a list of all 
the postoffices and also w ill have the 
regulations and Instructions. 


Parcels Post Stamps. 
New stamps, created especially for 
parcels jsist packages, have been de­ 
signee! and w ill be used only for that 
class of mail. 
These stamps are lur 
ger than the usual postage stamps and 
w ill lie so different that they will be 
seen at a glance. 
No package will be 
sent without one of these stamps, and 
the stamps cannot be used for any 
other kind of mall. 
The return card 
of the gender must also be attached 
to every parcel. 
This is for the pur 
jKise of Insuring the safety of the pack 
age and having it returned to twf> 
sender in case the consignee cannot be 
found. 
The committee which lins been prt 
paring the regulations for parcels post 
Is also taking up the question of in 
demnlty in case parcels are lost. 


Studying Finance. 
There are men throughout the coun 
try who are studying finance. 
This b 
shown by a demand for the report of 
the monetary commission. 
Most peo­ 
ple thought those volumes would sim ­ 
ply be stacked up in the government 
printing office storeroom and would re­ 
main there for all time. 
Perhaps most

some one evinces a desire to study the 
findings of the commission and also to 
read the statements of eminent finan­ 
ciers who contributed to the hearings.

as governor he has Insisted that the 
door to his private office never be 
closed while he is in It. 
In his cam­ 
paign speeches for the presidency he 
declared that he had always felt if the 
door to his office was closed his "con­ 
nection with the people of New Je r ­ 
sey” was being severed. 
The gov­ 
ernor was standing in the same door­ 
way in the statehouse in Trenton. 
"A re you going to keep the open 
door at 
Washington, too?” he was 
asked. 
“ I hope so,” he replied. 
" I don’t 
know what arrangements are in the 
W hite House, but I intend to so far as 
possible.” 
His idea Is that the executive of a 
state or a 
nation should 
have no 
“ locked door” conferences or transact 
any business in his private office that 
the public could not actually see if 
they cared to. 
"W h e n I first took office as gov­ 
ernor,” he said, " I was surprised at 
the number of people who wanted to 
talk to me behind the back of their 
hands and in whispers.” 
The governor never has been in the 
executive offices in Washington, but 
one of the correspondents drew for 
him a diagram of its interior indicat­ 
ing that thoro were two doors to the 
left of the entrance 
which, if left 
open, would carry out the Idea of giv­ 
ing the public a view of who is talking 
to the president In his office. 
The fu­ 
ture president will depend on the se­ 
cret service men. of course, to keep 
out cranks and will have a system of 
appointments, but the custom as ob­ 
served In Trenton has been that be­ 
tween appointments the governor is 
’in to everybody."
